A BIG SCARE

AMONG THE CLERKS WHO HELP- 
EDTHE CORRUPTION FUND. 


v- 


Only Two Clasacs in the Depertments Certain of 
fhetr Fate—The Frequent Warnings Given 
to the Petty Partitans—How Governor 
Clevelana’s Views Apply to fhem. 


Wasninetoxn, January 2.—[{Special.]—of 
the several thousand employes in the various 
governmental departments in Washington 
only three small classes feel certain of the fate 
that awaits them under the coming adminis- 


| tration.’ One of these classes comprises the 


clerks who have obtained their positions under 
the civil etervice rules, They are confident 
that they will not be disturbed. Another 
class is made up of the sub-heads of the de- 
pertments and all clerks who receive above 
$1,600. They, with a few exceptions, realize 
that they must go. The third class is a very 


‘mallone. It iscomposed of the few demo- 
crats who have managed to secure appoint- 
ments and bave retained them only by the 
strictest silence as to their political convic- 
tions. They are not alarmed for’ the future. 
Between these extremes of confidence and 
despair range all degrees of hopes and fears. 
Bitter, blatant partisans have.become mild 
and silent, and nourish a fond faith that they 
mey beretained. Many who were quiet before 
are now expressing democratic sentiments 
with emphatic clearness. A recent rumor has 
caused 
GREAT ALARM 
in the departments. It is reported that a list 
has been prepared containing the 
name of every clerk who _ responded 
to the blackmailing circulars of the republi- 
can campaign committee and that the best in- 
terpretation of the civil service law places all 
such —- beycend the pale of its protection. 
They have cenvicted themselves of an odious 
form of partisanship and cannot remain ina 
civil service which aims at non partisan effi- 
ciency. The contributions of clerks during 
the Jast campaign were not so gencral as they 
were In previous election 
but a large majority of the 
department employes promptly answered the 
circulars which taxed them 20 per cent of one 
month’s salary to swell the republican cor- 
ruption fund. They are absolutely without 
excuse for doing this. Jay Hubdbeil’s levies 
were exposed and denounced two years ago. 
The civil service act had gone into operation. 
Every employe of the government received 
from the civil service league a circular plainly 
setting forth that any contribution in response 
to the demands of 4 campaign committee 
would be in direct violation of the law regu- 
lating tenure of office. When the very ap- 
propristion bills under which this money was 
drawn from the treasury were passed several 
efforts were made to add amendments declar- 
ing that no part ofthe salaries therein pro- 
videa tor should be applied to eampaign 
funds. These amendments were not agreed 


they elicited a sufficient expression of opinion 
to show tbat the frown of the 
public policy is set against contributions from 
their salaries by government employes for the 
purpose of influencing elections, Every clerk 
ot ordinary intelligence who gave a dollar to 
the republican committee, therefore, ought to 
have known that he was violating the spirit of 
the law regulating public service; that he was 
defying the public sentiment against corrupt- 
ing elections; that he ceased by that act to be 
a servant of the government, and became the 
slave of & party. The brazen 
im portunities the campaign com- 
mittee could not have terrified 
any but the weakest and most ignorant. 
mass of the contributors gave because they 
wanted to give. They were glad to help raise 
the enormous fund with which the republican 
party expected to buy the control «f the gov- 
ernment in 1884 as’ it was bought in 1880. 
Now the question arises, are these employes 
entitled tothe protection of the incoming ad- 
ministration? Will the strictest observance of 
the civil service laws save this class? The alarm 
among the delinquents themselves indicates 
that they have not taken an intelligent view 
of the situation. 
MR. CLEVELAND’S POSITION. 

In his recent letter to George William Cur- 
tis, the president-elect, after alluding to cer- 
tain “positions, whose occupants, he says, 
should not be disturbed during the terms for 
which they were appointed, uses this emphat- 
ic language: 

But many now bolding such positions have for- 
feited all just claim to retention, bécause they 
bave used their places for party purposes in disre- 
gard of their duty to the people, and because, in- 
stead of being decent public servants, they have 
proved themselves offeusive peer and unscru- 
pulous manipulators of local party management. 

Those words strike a large proportion of the 
recent campaign contributors in the depart- 
ments. Most ofthem belong to that class 
which has been found ready todo any dirty 
work at the behest of their party bosses. They 
could goto Cincinnati and swagger around as 
aymed deputies on election day. A few years 
ago they left their desks to manipulate negro 
conventions in the south with John Sherman’s 
and money. The dismis- 
sel of the last one of these 
fellows vill leave the departments 
more efficient as well as more decent. That 
is the sort of civil service we want—a serv- 
ice that will fill the offices with men whose 
elf respect will enable them to appreciate the 
dignity of their places and to meet their re- 
quirements in a business like, menly way. | 
know there are some clerks who am the 
corruption fund without-due consideration, or 
because they feared to refuse. There are many 
others who made themselves oflicious 
in drumming the departments 
end endeavoring to terrify 
ibeir reluctant associates into 
compliance with che exorbitant demand of the 
republican committee. To such petty partis- 
ens the fourth of March looms up ‘with the 
terrors of retribution. Soon after that date 
they will have a practical illustration of the 
ecience of bouncing as applied by a clean ad- 
ministration in disposing of unworthy em- 
ployes.

A Canadian Town Swept Away by the 
Floods.

DEATH FROM ALCOHOLISM, 


A Negro Woman Aftera Severe Beating 
Dies From Strong Drink. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 2.—At three o’clock 
yesterda 
tled by the harrewing cries of a woman in 
distress. ““Murder—oh, help me! murder.” 
In a minute acrowd of colored people collected 
and buretin the door inthe second story of 
the house whence the cries proceeded. There 
they found John Griffin, colored, dragging 
vTepny Jackeon, the negress with whom he 
lived, by the hair across the room, while he 
kicked her unmercifully. 

Griffin was pulled out of the room, the 
woman wes put to bed and Dr. Fisher was 
sent for. He was unable to do anything for 
the woman, who died at 10 o’clock in the 
morning. Sbe was once a noted badger thief. 

At 9:30 o’clock in the afternoon Griffin, 
who bad eluded the officers all day, sneaked 
back to 706 St. Mary street, where the dead 
woman lay in her rough coffin. At his ap- 
proach several denizens of the street ran 
screaming to the house, arousing oflicers who 
were inside.“ The officers rushed out. Gritlin 
turned and ran up St. Mary street, but was 
overtaken, handcuffed and thrown into a eell 
at the Nineteenth-district station. To the 
surprise of the police and neighbors the au- 
topsey revealed thatthe women had died, not 
from Griffin’s violence, but from alcoholism. 


A REMARKABLE DISCOVERY. 


The Bloody Print of a Man on the Wall— 
How it was Discovered, 

Cricaco, January 2.— While engaged in the 
search yesterday for the remains of the five 
victims of the recent tug explosion, a crowd 
of men gathered about the spot where the 
mangled remains of William Borne, fireman, 
were picked pp Wednesday night. Glancing 
up the tall side of the grain elevator, thy 
were startled to see, pressed in blood on the 
slate wall, the perfect outline of 
2 humen form, the hands spread apart and 
held high above the head, the impress of the 
face, body and legs were on the side of the 
great building nearly fifty teet above the dock 
level, and it was evident that Borne had been 
projected with terrific force from the deck of 
the tug up into thé air and against the eleva- 
tor wall, dropping back, crushed horribly, to 
the dock below. 


Shot His Mother Instead of a Dog. 

Carmi, Ill., January 2.—David Morell, a 
young farmer, accidentally shot his aged 
mother, He had been annoyed by stray dogs 
on his premises, and had prepared to shoot 
them ifthey again made any disturbance. Last 
night one of the children stepped out of the 
door, and soon came running in, saying there 
was a deg in the yard. Morell quickly got 
his gun and went out. Seeing something that 
he took to be a dog he fired. The object 
proved to be his mother, who had stepped out 
a few minutes before, and had a white hand- 
kerchief around her head.

BLOWN BY DYNAMITE. 


ENGLAND CONVULSED BY AN- 
eet OTHER DISASTER. 


The Dangerous Explosive Dos ite Work ina Tuunel 
~The Terrible Tales of Suffering from the 
Wrecked Regions of Spsin—Bismarck . 
and His Confitence Fund, Exc. 


Loxpon, January 2.—A dynamite explosion 
occurred on the underground railway,. be- 
tween Gower street and King’s Cross ‘station, 
at 9:30 o’clock this evening. The windows of 
@ passing train were shattered and the gas 
lights extinguished. Beyond this no damage 
was done. The passengers were greatly terri- 
fied, but no one was hurt. ~The train resumed 
i's journey after a delay of twenty-five min- 
utes. 

The shock overthrew several wayfarers ori 
the Easton road. It was with great difficulty 
that horses on the road were restrained from 
running away. ‘The gaslights in Gomer street 
station were extinguished. The ticket collec- 
tor in the station was thrown from his box, 
aud the engineer working the incandescent 
electrical light machinery was thrown from 
his seat a distance of three or four feet, landing 
on his face. The lights in the other trains in 


the tunnel were extinguished by the explo- 

sion. The passengers were greatly alarmed 

and many ladies fainted. The Gower street 

platiorm was literally strewn With prostrate 

forms of persons thrown down by the shock. 
THE STORY OF THE EXPLOSION. 

Lonpon, January 3,1 a.m.—The shock of 
the explosion was felt: by the residents ot 
Euston road, between St. Pancreas church and 
Judd street. The railway runs the whole 
length of Euston road, underneath the road- 
way. A crowd speedily gathered at the vent 
of the shaft, at the head of Ossulton streot, 
from which, at thetime of the explosion, a 
quéntity of smoke issued. As soon as possible 
ajter the explosion a number of peelers were 
sent to the spot with lemps and appliances for 
clearing the line. Up to the present time 
nothing bas been found. The residents in the 
locality were greatly alarmed. 

EXAMINING THE WRECK. 

+ Euperintendent Williamson, of Scotland 
Yard superintendents and inspectors of vari- 
ous districts, arrived at Gower street station 
half an hour after the explosion, and immedi- 
ately proceeded down the line. They discov- 
ered the signal box eastward of St. Pancras 
church partially wrecked, the signal wire 
separated and the clock stopped at 14 minutes 
past 9. A close inspection showed: that the 
explosive material could not have been gun 
pone as the surrounding brickwork was not 
ylackened. It must, therefore, have been 
either dynamiteor gun cotton. The locality 
of the explosion ison the north side of the 
Jine, midway between St Pancras church and 
Charlton street. Theonly clews are a few 
fragments of paper, which were found strewn 
about the track. 

At the site of the explosion there is a hole 
in the solid masonry of four feet from the 
ground. The masonry is more or less dam- 
aged for some eight feet‘‘all around the hole, 
The eflects of this explosion correspond almost 
exactly with those of the explosion at the 
Praed street station fourteen months 
ago. Both the trains which met at the time 
and the place of the explosion, were fairly 

- crowded with passengers. The third class 
carriages suffered most from the shock. The 
locomctives of the two trains sustained no 
cgmege. The signal man, who had charge of 
tHe-wrecked ene box, says that the floor of 
the box was heaved up by the explosion, 
end he was half stunned. Speedily 

ascertaining that the signal apparatus was 

safe, he relit the gas and telegraphed up and ~ 
down the line. The fact of the meeting of the 
two trains at the place of the explosion is re- 
garded as accidental. The belief is general 
that some miscreant dropped the explosive, 
with a time fuse attached, from an po train 
rroceeding to the city. Near the spot the po- 
ice found a man’s cap, some pieces of twine 
ard some burned fragmeuts of rags. 

Large crowds of excited people remained at 
King’s Cross and Gower street stations until a 
late hour. Colonel Majendie will examine 
the ecene to-day. 


The Cattle Suffering in Montana, 

Bozeman, Montana, January 2.—Reports 
from the stock rangers are of the most discour- 
aging character. James Dedowich has just 
arrived from Madison county, and says the 
snow is over two feet deep on a level, and that 
cattle are actually starving to death. The 
same reports are brought in by C. Brown, 
from the Judith and. Yellow Stone country. 
The snow has fallen to a great depth, and the 
absence of wind to carry it away makes it 
next to impossible for cattle to get at the 
grass. Pilgrim cattle are far worse than na- 
tive stock, and many fine herds will be com- 
pletely annihilated, ifthe cold snap is re- 
peated. 


The Shocks Renewed. 

Maprip, January 2.—Shocks of earthquake 
wera sgain experienced at Alhama last night. 
The town is in ruins. A panic prevails among 
the inhabitants of Antequera, 28 miles north- 
west of Malaga, where shocks have already 
been felt. 

The earthquake shocks ogain felt at Grana- 
da, Malaga, Nerja and Algarrobo last night, 
The pegs among the ple is unabated. A 
number of towns and villages have been com- 
pletely destroyed, and their inhabitants have 
deserted. Many persons sleep in the railwa 
carriages. A royal decree has been issued, 
ordering that a national subscription be made 
for the relief of the sufferers. The public ofli- 
cials will contribute one day’s pay each. By 
this means alone it is expected that $200,000 
will be raised. The Spanish ambassadors, 
ministers and consuls in all countries will also 
open subscriptions.

This isthe beginning of a new year, and 
we may as well make an honest confession; we 
may as well admit—with the understanding 
that it is to go no farther—that when we al- 
lude to republican politics and practices, as 
the most corrupt on earth, we do so with a 
rescxwatign.

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. THE PRESIDENTIAL VOTE. 

The Boston Globe is entitle1 to the credit 
of obtaining from the secretaries of state ia 
the thiriy-eight states the full official vote for 
president. The total vote was 10,056,097, 
Grover Cleveland received 4,842,292; James 
G. Biaine, 4,810,219; Benjamin F. Batler, 
234,848: John P. St. John, 148,694, and there 
were 2,262 seattering and defective votes. 

While Governor Cleveland Jackel 353,735 
votes of a clear majority, yet he came nearer 
a mejority than Mr. Blaine did, He -beat 
the republican candidate 32,073 votes. 

There is another fact of interest to be gath- 
ered from the. Globe’s figures. The states 
which seceded gave Cleveland only 1,012,820 
yotes, and the entire south gave him only 
1,716,232 yotes, while 3,126,060 voters in the 
northern states supported him, and 3,829,472 
voters in the states that remained in the 
union, voted for him. He is therefare backed 


"by more than two northern voters where he 


bas one in the south. Mr: Halstead should 
not Jose sight of this fact. 

The figures presented by our Boston con- 
temporary also disclose a remarkable degree 
of absenteeism when the hot nature of the 
campaign is recalled. The absent yote of the 
country numbered 3,754,478, or 27 per cent of 
the entire vote. Out of 20 menabout 6 did 
not vote. In round proportions one-third of 
the qualified voters did not vote. 

It has been stated that the absent vote was 
confined to the south, but the figures do not 
bear out the statement. The evil knows uo 
sectional lines. Ia Kentucky 33 per cent did 
not vete; in Vermont 38 per cent acted like- 
Wire. In Georgia 66 per cent 
stayed away from the polls; in Rhode 
Island 62 per cent adopted a similar palicy. 
In Alabama 47 per cent refused to perform 
their duties at the poljs; in Massachusatits 45 
per cent were equaily wanting in civic per- 
formance. Even in New York there were 
absent from the polis 351,234 voters, or 22 
per cent of the entire vote of the state—and 
this, too, ina state that was the scene of a 
remarkable canvass, and in which 550 votes 


party that was entrenched as a party never 
was before in any country. 

There is no accounting for absentees. 
There is no reason to betieve that a larger 
percentage of one party was broughtout than 
of the other. There is no reason to believe 
that an absolutely full vote in New York any 
more than in Georgia would have changed 
the result, Governor Cleveland had enemies 
in New York as well as Mr. Blaine, and the 
vote as cast must be taken as the only known 
expression of the popular will. That the 
country is more nearly democratic than re- 
publican is clear, and that it will be unmis- 
takably democratic four years trom now, if 
the president-elect stands up to his pledges, 
is as certain as any event that far ahead can 
well be.

QUITE a racket has been raised over the, discoy- 
ery of the poisonous adulteration of confection- 
ery in New York. In point of fact, however, this 
is a very small matter, compared with the great 
mass of food and drugs which are adulterated 
every day. In Massachusetts the state board olf 
health found that cut of 26samples of milk 186 
were adulterated, Of i9samples of milk in Bos- 
ton only two came up to 
the standard, It was found 
that many packages of spices did not contain a 
trace of thespicenamed. Theadulteration ranged 
from sixty to one hundred per cent, the latter be- 
ing, of course wholiyspurious. Thesugarsexam- 
ined were generally pure, but the syrups econ- 
tained gincose. Of forty-nine bottles of olive 
oi), thirty-two contained cotton seed vil. One-third 
of the samples of cream of tartar were adulterated 
with slum, tartaric acid, terra alba, chalk or otaer 
injurious matter. Of 680 samples of drugs exam- 
ined 284 were found to be adulterated. People 
who buy Crugs run the risk of getting a very infe- 
rior article. The Massechusetts board of health 
detected in the samples examined adulterations to 
extent of 1s percent of powdered opium, 82 per 
cent of laudanum, 28 percent of cinchone alka- 
loids and 85 per cent of the samples of citiate of 
‘iron and quinine. Asthisevil is on the increase, 
it is of interest to sree what other countries have 
to prevent adulteration of food and 
diugs. In England the offense 
is punishable with fine and imprisonment, in Ger- 
many the penalty is fine, imprisonment and con- 
fiscetion of goods. In Holiand and France fine and 
imprisonment are imposed. In this country we 
have a few loose and scattering state laws, but as 
yet this great crime against public health remains 
practically unchecked.

ste Worderful Resources of the Mines Around 
Bi mingbam—The vity’s Guest Asioniened

Binmineuam, Ala., January 2.—[Specie].j— 
This mornIng at 100’clock Mr. Randall, ac- 
ccm panied by about fifty genviemen, left on a 
special train tendered by the Louisville and 
Neshville road, fora trip over the Birming- 
hem Minera! railroad to view the iron mines 
end furnaces.

A Gathering of Distinguished Men to be Held 
in New Orleans, .

The National cotton planter’s association has 
requested President Arthur to appoing two 
delegates from every congressional district in 
the union, and has also asked the governors of 
ell the statesto appoint two delegates trom 
every copgressionel district. Commissioner 
Loring will by request of the National cotton 
planter’s association, address invitations to all 
the agricultural societies of the United States, 
to send delegates, and Colonel S. H. Parker, of 
New Orleans, eceretary of the National cotton 
exchange, will endeavor to have delegates sent 
by #il the foreign and American exchanges. 

_Mr. F. ©. Morehead, president of the Na- 
tional Cotton Planters’ association who is now

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WRECKED AT SEA. 


THE TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF A 
NORWEGIAN CREVV. 

The Strending ofthe Lena off Bog Island—Vighting 
the Ccld and the Wavos for Twenty-Foar 
Hours—Vhe Plunge of the Crew int> 
the Cold Wavee-—The Story, Etc. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 2.—Two Norwegian 
sailors entered the office of Laro Westergaard, 
Norwegian consul, to-day. They were the 
only survivors of the ill-fated bark Lena, 
which went to pieces eff Hog island, Va., on 
last Sunday. Up to this time the information 
received regarding the disaster has been 
meager’, but the story as told by these two sea- 
men gives all the details of what proves to 
heve been a most terrible catestrophe. Cap- 
tain Albert Matensen, of Arendale, Norway, 
whence the bark hailed, . had lost 
his bearings in the dense tog 


which bad hung over the sea for days, and 
was considerably out of his course. It was 
during the mate’s watch, about 4 0’clock, when 
the-versel shook from stem to stern, and those 
cn board knew in an instant that she had 
stranded. The wind was blowing a gale and 
the sea was running very high. In a moment 
the Lena was well upon the bar, which she 
hid struck, and the waves were beating over 
her with wild tury which threatened her de- 
stiuction. The weather was bitterly cold and 
there Was a coating of ice on the decks and 
rigging, which made the movements of those 
on board exceedingly perilous. An effort, 
however, was madeto launch the boats. The 
efiort wes a disastrous failure. Each was, in 
turn, broken tosplinters by the raging sea, 
and the crew were then left without any means 
whatever of esc@pe from the stranded vessel. 
They clung to her, however, as best they could, 
in the hope thatthe sea would subside and 
thatsomething would transpire which would 
insure their safety. Atter twenty-four hours 
of this wretched experience, during which 
they were nearly frozen, their bands and feet 
benumbed ‘and frost- bitten, the bark, under 
the ferce of the heavy sea, sprung 
apart and went to pieces. Every person 
ch board was precipitated into the waves, 
and with the exception eof the two 
men who reached Philadelphia to-day, it is 
supposed that all were drowned. These two 
survivore—Ardus Isaksen and Peter A. Ton- 
nensen—were fortunate enough to seize some 
planks from the wre¢tk, on which they were 
cagried ashore. -They saved nothing beside 
their lives, however, and were compelled to 
borrow from the station agent of the New 
York, Philadebphia and Norfolk rf&ilroad, at 
Bird’s Nest station, Virginia, sufficient funds 
to pay their. way to this city. The 
body of Captain Mortensen, who was thirty 
years old, and leaves a young wife in Norway, 
and thet of Abraham Carlsen, a sailmaker, 
and a Swede by birth, were washed up and 
buried on the beach otHog Island. None ofthe 
otber bodies have yet been recovered. Theo- 
dove Jorgen Jorgensen was the mate and there 
were seven seamen, of whom five are missing 
and doubtless lost.

A Passenger Train on the East Tennessee 
Railroad Telescopes a Caboose, 
From tbe Eastman, Ga., Times. 

A probably fatal collision occurred on the East 
TeLnessce, Virginia and Georgia railroad a short 
distance from Jesup early yesterday morning.

The expres 
1unning ata speed of 30 milesan hour, dushed 
past the switch upon_which it would back up to 
the station. Withouta warning of the collision 
the engineer saw looming up before him in 
the shudow of his head-:igut the caboose of tne 
freight train. He reversed his engive and set the 
braket, Lut was too close upon tie train to avert 
the Gisaster. His firet thought was to leap frqm 
ibe cab, but the track wasona highemban«pent, 
apdto jump would have been certain death. 
With the firemen he clung to the lever 
until the crash came, and escaped 
nnipjured. The caboose was completely telescop- 
ed. The smokestack and doom of the locomotive 
vere twept from the boiler, and nothing was leit 
in sight except the cab and tender. The rest was 
buricd under the caboose.
